Library Tax Rate Drops 11/3 Cents 


Trustees of the Placentia Library 
District, handed a windfall from the 
Orange County assessor of an 
anticipated 21.6 per cent increase in 
assessed valuations here, will return 
$.0131 per $100 valuation to the 
taxpayers, the board decided 
unanimously Wednesday night. 

The decision will bring a drop in 
the library tax rate for the first time 
in seven years from the _ top 
assessment legally allowed of $.3431 
for each $100 valuation, to 33 cents 
per $100 valuation. 

With the 21.6 per cent assessment 
increase expected, this will not 
necessarily mean a decrease in tax 


bills but will bring the district within 
one dollar of their projected budget 
deemed necessary to operate the 
district for the coming year. 

The total amount involved 
between the two tax rates is in the 
neighborhood of $2,000. 

After considerable discussion by 
the four trustees present at the 
Wednesday meeting, newly reelect- 
ed board president Victor Michel set 
the tone for the decision: ‘I’m going 
to say it’’, he announced to fellow 
trustees. ‘‘I think the assessor went 
overboard this year on the assessed 
valuations."’ 

Dialogue on whether the trustees 


would set a precise tax rate or an 
estimated one, leaving the final 
figure up to county authorities, (to 
adjudicate on the amount needed to 
finance the budget) was decided in 
favor of designating a specified 
amount. 

Michel added: ‘‘I think we ought 
to be able to say when we leave here 


- tonight, that we are reducing the tax 


rate $.0131 and not leave it up in the 
air. If it comes up a little short it 
comes out of account 420 (structures 
and improvements)...if it comes up @ 
little long, it goes into 420.’’

Placentia, in the lower half of 
Orange County cities in size (there 
are eight smaller), is in the top half 
in the tax rate (11 are higher), it is 
outlined in the 1976 Orange County 
Progress Report distributed by the 
Board of Supervisors this week. 

Placentia with 6.6 square miies is 
identical in size to Yorba Linda with 
other Orange County cities ranging 
in circumference from Irvine's 40.5 
square miles to La Palma’s 1.6. 

This city’s tax rate is $1.22 per 
$100 assessed valuation (excluding a 
S percent utility tax). Fourteen cities 
have a lower tax with all the rates 
ranging from Laguna Beach's $1.95 
to no tax in Yorba Linda. 

Placentia’s assessed valuation at 
$15,079,150 finds 15 cities with 
higher rates, putting it in the lower 
half, fitting in with its size. Anaheim 
with Disneyland and the Angel 
stadium, claims the highest 
valuation at $109,238,170 and 
Stanton the lowest with $3,836,875. 

With a population of 31,281 in 
Placentia, 14 cities have more 
people and 11 fewer. Fourteen cities 
also have higher densities than 
Placenti’s at 4,740 citizens for each 
square mile. The most crowded city 
is La Palma with 9,215 people a 
square mile and the most spread out 
is Irvine with 874 persons per square 
mile. 

In Placentia, people most likely 
live 3.4 per housing unit, a figure 
smaller than the 3.9 average here 
and iff 1960 and 1970. Only four 
Orange County cities now house 
more people in a unit and the range 
is from Villa Park with 4.1 to Seal 
Beach with 1.9. 

Placentia is a healthy place to live, 
however, with only five Orange

The average base sales price of 
new single family detached homes in 
Orange County is now $81,130, 
according to a survey just completed 
by the market research department 
of First American Title Insurance 
Company, Santa Ana. 

This . represents a whopping 
$15,340 or 23 per cent increase 
during the past year, Philip W. 
Kunisch, market research director 
for First American, said. The July 
report pegged the average base 
sales price at $65,790. 

Accentuating the decline in lower 
cost housing, Kunisch indicated that 
only two of 66 subdivisions surveyed 
last month offered any homes for 
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Local Library 
Serves Over 
32,000 Users 


The Placentia Library District 
services 32,333 people, who live in 
7,776 single family dwellings, 576 
duplex to fourplex structures, 1,023 
complexes with five or more families 
and 448 mobil homes, the district 
reported this week. 

The average overall occupancy is 
3.29 persons a dwelling. 

David Snow, director of the 
district said that the figures include 
the entire district made up of the city 
of Placentia and a county. island 
served by the facility. 

The island had 1,052 inhabitants 
in 308 single family homes 
averaging 3.42 people each, the 
report concluded. 


“‘were probably from new business, 
newcomers.”’ 

“‘But I think this year, a good 
chunk of this is coming from the 
people, where in former years it was 
from new building. And I think it 
should be returned to the people,"’ 
Michel stated his opinion. 

Michel pointed out that the best 
way to set the tax rate would be to 
find out what your budget is, then 
find out what your assessed 
valuation is and set your tax rate 
accordingly. 

‘But it doesn’t work that way,”’ 
he added, ‘‘because your budget has 
to be aproved by the end of July and 


you don’t know what your assessed 
valuation is until August.’’ 

Trustees, however, left the door 
open to restore the cut next year if 
the district appeared to need it to 
function. They also pointed out the 
district’s accomplishments on the 
past .3431 rate with which ‘‘we have 
built a new facility, increased our 
materials and services and tripled 
our staff.”’ 

Vote from the trustees on the tax 
rate was unanimous with newly 
reelected board secretary Kathy 
McKnight out of the city. 

The library’s budget for the 
present fiscal year has been set at 
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$611,459, covering $230,000 for 
wages, retirement and benefits; 
$204,400 for services and supplies, 
including new books. Total fixed 
assets are listed at $167,032 and a 
contingency fund at $10,027. 
General reserves are $201,387. 

The district’s capital reserve’ 
funds are a result of the sale of 
property once owned at Morse 
Avenue and Kraemer Boulevard. 
The profits from that sale are now 
drawing interest. Present payments 
on the new facility are $72,000 a 
year. 

This year’s library budget is 
$80,000 larger than the 1975-76 
document. 
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City Athletic Facilities Caught In Crunch 


Providing adequate athletic facil- 
ities for Placentia’s sports-minded 
population, has become a major 
problem, it was indicated here last 
week. 

In a report, almost a year old, 
members of the city’s Recreation 
and Parks Commission, petitioned 
for some relief from members of the 
city council in a special combined 
meeting. 

Representatives from the sports 
public involved also were on hand to 
bolster pleas for more of everything 
for the athletically inclined in 


Placentia. This appears to involve a 
large part of the population in both 
adult and formative years. 

Council members accepted the 
report with few questions, expected 
to come later at a regular council 
meeting. Also there was little talk of 
money except for the possible costs 
of lighting open fields around 
Kraemer Junior High School. This 
was estimated at $105,000 for the 
main field or $175,000 for the total 
area. 

Target area for the efforts appears 
to be the development of a major 


sports complex from 14 acres of the 
Kraemer Junior High School fields 
to assist with the crunch in ground 
sports. It was estimated that the 
complex, if developed would be used 
by 30 to 40 per cent of the people in 
Placentia. Another recommendation 
for tennis-handball improvements is 
expected to reach another 15 per 
cent of Placentians, it was reported. 

Also involved in the recommend- 
ed projects are the complexities of at 
least some of the grounds being 
talked about belong to the Placentia 
Unified School District, a separate 


entity from the city and _ not 
necessarily Bes ee However, 
the two groups have a Civic Center 
agreement, which has been used 
advantageously in the past to 
combine efforts for a single purpose. 

Other questions prominent at the 
meeting concerned how many of the 
participants in each group actually 
live in Placentia. This was made an 
issue by the last city council when it 
discovered that the city was having 
difficulty in providing play areas for 
its own citizens. In some cases

For Homeowners 


A Mickey Mouse wall arrange- 
ment where a commercial enterprise 
would add on two different types of 
building materials to existing 
adjacent homeowners walls to 
provide privacy for them, was again 
in the public eye this week as more 
expansion was being planned for the 
Sierra Vista Shopping Center. 

The shopping area, which 
contains a Pantry Market, is located 
at Bastanchury Road and Placentia 
Avenue. 

Problems for homeowners on 
Lewis Place, whose property backs 
up to the market began soon after 
their homes were purchased. 

“At that time,’’ Mrs. Doug 
(Daphne) Erikson recalls, ‘‘the 
ground level in the center was the 
same as that in our rear yards.’ The 
center then consisted of the row of 
businesses on the east end of the 
development, away from the Lewis 
Place residences. 

But in September of 1972, the 
Pantry Market was built and the 
ground under it was raised some 
four feet, Mrs. Erikson states. This 
provided an alleyway and loading 
docks behind the market where 
trucks and passersby can easily look 
into the Lewis homes back yards, the 
homeowners complained to City 
Council a year ago. 


With their back walls dwarfed, 
Lewis Place home owners reported 
at public hearings that they had lost 
their privacy. 

‘‘Nor did we receive any kind of 
notice from the city about the 
building. We had no opportunity to 
protest,’’ Mrs. Erikson recalls. 
The city staff said that notices were 
posted, but we did not receive 
them. 

This apparently happened again 
this time. As new construction at the 
big shopping complex in back of the 
homes has been authorized, notices 
were again mailed out regarding a 
storage area in back of one building. 
But not to the involved homeowners. 
The notices were sent to homes on 
the north side of Bastanchury Road, 
across the street from the shopping 
center and on the opposite side of 
the development. 

“That's the fourth time the 
system has broken down since I’ve 
been here,’’ Arnold Hamala, 
director of community development 
for the city explained. He said that a 
title company, which has access to 
property records, is paid to send out 
notices of hearings, another lease 
out service at City Hall. 

‘‘We found out about the newest 
hearing quite by accident,’’ Mrs. 
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tirely on volunteer labor, have been 
started as joint efforts of one or more 
cities, to get the new projects off the 
ground. As these become more and 
more successful, the programs 
threaten to engulf the local facilities 
available. 

Many of the ground sports have 
been played at Tuffree Junior High 
School fields, a combined school and 
city facility. However, this field can 
no longer accommodate all the 
requests and is in danger of being 
worn out, the report stated. The field 
also could develop parking problems 
as the Tri-City Park Authority 
claims land that belongs to lake 
parking, now being used by Tuffree.

Baseball fields one and two at 
Tuffree have been put off lignits until 
baseball starts again. 

‘‘The grass surface is worn out, 
also we've been asked to stay off of 
McFadden for a year.”’ 

Jerry Reed, chairman of the 
Recreation and Parks Commission

In Memoriam = 


I first met Seth Fessenden by taking one of his classes at Cal State. He did 
not seem overly impressive that first semester. I like him - he was a soft 
spoken, distinguished old gentleman who knew his subjects well, but it took 
more than that to really impress me. The class itself was reasonably 
structured, pretty exacting, and not overly time consuming. Sort of a B+ 


situation. 


The following semester I again found myself a student of Dr. Fessenden. 
This class covered a different type of material and was rathgr 
unstructured--definitely not my preference. Our first day we were divided 
into groups and asked to discuss a specific question--oh, brother! We used 
several rooms as it was an odd hour of the day. Many of the groups talked 
two or three minutes and left. My group was a good one; we used all the class 
period and did some heavy thinking. I went home and dug into the books 
looking for support and answers. The next period we were asked to report 
our conclusions. Some groups didn’t have much to say; our group had 
plenty. Dr. Fessenden didn’t criticize much, but asked some more questions 
and then went over a chapter of the text with us. 

It was not one of his better semesters, as health problems forced several 
missed classes. (With characteristic consideration, he always had us 
notified to save us time and travel.) We did have a research paper to do. I still 
liked the old gent, but was disappointed in the class-too easy, too vague, too 
little ground covered. The research paper was a challenge, though, and | 
really learned a bit doing it. The semester ended and new classes beckoned. 
They did not again involve Dr. Fessenden. 

Something happened to my attitude the following year. I discovered two 
things; in my classes I was better prepared to deal with the material than 
many of my peers, and I was still looking for answers to Dr. Fessenden’s 
questions. I began to assess what we'd learned under the guidance of the old 
scholar--and was awed. It didn’t seem like a tough load at the time--it really 
wasn’t--but what a lot we had learned! He’d accomplished what many 
teachers who cover far more obvious territory often fail to do; he’d 
challenged us to really think. A lot of answers lie within ourselves, not just in 
some books, but how often do we seek them there? How often do we use our 
books seeking answers after the testing is done--simply because we want to 


know? 


By graduation time I had come to appreciate the privilege of being Dr. 
Fessenden’s student; how thrilling that he was the professor in charge of 


that commencement! 


How shocking it was to cover last week’s massacre and learn that he was 
among the victims. How could such a great man meet such a fate? Why do 
such senseless killings occur? How can a person destroy other lives, 
apparently without regard for those lives or the lives of those left behind? 
What can be done to prevent such tragedies? Can the answers be found in a 
book somewhere? Is anything being done? Will we find the answers within 
ourselves, or after experiencing this thing called death? In his dying, as in 
his teaching, the old professor has me searching for answers.

Erikson explains. 

Uninformed about the Pantry 
Market development, which accord- 
ing to the homeowners made life 
unliveable in their homes and back 
yards, Lewis Place residents a year 
ago appealed to the Placentia City 
Council to regain their privacy. 

The solution worked out at that 
time was for the new owner of the 
shopping center to add onto the 
homeowners walls as high as they 
would go without falling over..about 
7.4 feet. Since this still would not 
block out the view and noise of 
trucks and people along the elevated 
alleyway, it was decided to add some 
kind of a redwood extension above 
that. 

‘‘We're not quite sure what that 
structure will look like,’’ Hamala, 
who was not with the city at that 
time, -explained this week. 
‘Whether it is redwood stuck up on 
legs or just what it is. We have not 
seen the plans for it.”’ 

Whatever it is, it was still 
@onexistent this week as_ the 
arrangement at the time of decision 
was to heighten the homeowners 
walls along with new construction in 
the center. This has left the problem 
unsolved for an additional year, the 
homeowners point out. 

A year ago, the Lewis Place 
residents had petitioned that they 
tear down their.existing walls, with 
the shopping center then rebuilding 
them with reenforcement to an 
eight-foot height. This solution, 
however, was found to be 


council, will consist of prominent 
citizens who have volunteered to 
serve in that capacity.

Mrs. Erikson, who spoke before 
the planning commission Tuesday 
night, said she found the proposal 
offered ‘‘aesthetically disgusting”’ 
and is concerned about prowlers, 
already a problem in_ the 
neighborhood with the easy alley 
access. 

“Outdoor storage may attract 
bugs, but what else is it going to 
attract?’’ Mrs. Erikson asked the 
commission. Once they (the 
prowlers) know the storage is there, 
there are going to be more 
prowlers.”’ 

Complaint of the applicant, Arrow 
Hardware, was that the chain link 
fence is required for air circulation 
around materials to be stored inside. 
No questions were asked by 
commissioners as to whether the 
open top with gates at both the east 
and west sides in the plan would not 
provide adequate air circulation. 

Property owners of the shopping 
center pointed out a year ago that 
they were unaware that they were

Change On Hiring Relatives 


A stricter policy concerning the 
hiring of relatives at City Hall may 
go into effect if the Placentia City 
Council adopts proposed revisions of 
the city council policy manual, which 
covers a number of subjects. 


The document, before the city 
council twice, has been continued 
both times to later meetings, 
probably because of the length of 
time required to peruse it. 

The hiring of relatives provision is 
an implementation on present policy 
which now simply states: the hiring 
of relatives of city employees or 
officials shall be a matter of 
management discretion. 


Proposed revisions include: 1. No 
relative of an existing full-time 
employee shall be appointed to a 
full-time position within the same 


immediate work unit. 

2. No relative of any elected or 
appointed city official having 
city-wide policy making or admin- 
istrative responsibility, shall be 
appointed to any full-time position. 

“For purpose of this policy, a 
relative is defined as any person who 
is related by blood or marriage 
within the third degree. 

“Other situations involving the 
employment of relatives which are 
not covered by the above 
‘guidelines limiting = appoint- 
ments’’, shall be dealt with by 
decision of the appointing authority, 
in the best interests of the city and 
within the intent of the ‘‘General 
Policy’’ contained herein. 

The proposal with others, is 
expected to be heard at the next 
meeting of the city council.

less than $50,000. A year ago 30 of 
91 tracts included in the firm’s study 
were selling some models under 
$50,000. 

The big jump in ptices reflects 
soaring land, labor and materials 
costs, Kunisch pointed out. 

At the same time, the inventory of 
available new single family 
detached dwellings has declined 
drastically. Only 61 homes were on 
the market in the recent survey, 
compared with 810 available in 
mid-197S.

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Partially creating the big crunch is 
the popularity of soccer in the 
community, a fairly new project 
which experienced a 300 per cent 
growth after the first year, then 
another 100 per cent boost.

Most of the tennis courts are school 
owned with only those at Tuffree 
Park under city mandate. Pay nets 
have been installed at the latter to 
hasten players departure from the 
courts. 

Samp reported there have been 
complaints from youngsters that 
adults have pressured them from the 
playing spaces on the courts so the 
adults could play. 

With Tuffree Fields engulfed, the 
athletic facilities committee’s top 
recommendation is for the major 
sports complex at Kraemer. This 
would require permission from 
PUSD which owns the land and an 
expenditure of funds by one or both 
entities. : 

Involved could be lighting costs, a 
parking lot in the general area of 
Anned Drive and Bradford Avenue 
and complete sprinklering and 
restructuring of the fields, which 
currently are on an incline and need 
to be reworked, committee members 
pointed out. Youth teams also 
consider a Snack Shack essential as 
“‘the life blood’’ for financing the 
volunteer programs. Storage areas 
also would be required. 

. The new center would be used for 
both playing fields and practice 
fields with several different teams 
bunching up for practices.

County cities with higher birth rates 
(15.3 births per 1,000 population) 
and six cities with lower death rates 
(Placentia’s 3.8 per 1,000 populat- 
ion.) Birth rates are highest in Santa 
Ana, (23.7) and lowest in Seal Beach 
(4.8). Deaths are highest in Seal 
Beach (14.6) and lowest in Villa Park 
(2:1); 

Only four cities are higher than 
Placentia in the natural increase of 
population, the difference between 
births and deaths. Placentia at 11.6 
is topped by the 17.1 per cent in 
Santa Ana. The city lowest in natural 
increase is Seal Beach with a minus 
9.8 per cent per 1,000. 

Seventeen cities have more 
housing units than Placentia’ with 
9,515. Tops is Anaheim with 73,836 


dwellings. Lowest in the county 
is Villa Park with 1,711. 

Placentia’s voter registration 
practically parallels its population, 
With 12,633 registered voters, 15 
Orange County cities have more, 
ranging from the 77,014 voters in 
Anaheim to the 3,053 in Villa Park. 
Placentia is 50.40 per cent 
Republican and 43.20 Democrat 
with almost 6 per cent declining to 
state. 

The city’s vacancy rate of 4.60 per 
cent is topped by seven cities with 
the highest vacancies in San 
Clemente af 15.03 per cent and the 
lowest 1.90 per cent in Cypress. 

However, Placentia, by name, is 
the only Orange County city that can 
claim it is the pleasant place to live!

cul-de-saced Alta Street at a more 
northerly spot in the church 
property, virtually cutting the two 
properties the church owns into two 
pieces, as it now exists with Alta 


Street running in between. Cost of 


the second plan is estimated at 
$8,250. 

A third plan would realign Alta 
Street with Anned Drive with a price 
tag of $11,800. 

In a letter the Calvary Church 
advised that it considered the first 
plan the most advantageous for the 
congregation and the community. 


The proposal adopted will cut off 


homes further south on Alta Street 
from direct access to Chapman 
Avenue as well as the Bradford 


It was estimated in the proposal 
that the move would place additional 
traffic on Center Street, up to 1,800 
vehicles a day, which was deemed 
capable of handling it. Present 
traffic on the street is 670 vehicles a 
day. The increase in traffic would be 
caused by possible future develop- 
ment of apartments in the area.

‘The canter, or lope, is a 
collected, three beat gait. It 
should be ridden with you 
seat deep in the saddle and 
your body inclined slightly 
forward from your hips to 
remain in balance with the 
forward motion. Relaxed 
hands are very important at 
this gait to allow rhythm 
with the movement of the 
horse's head. 

“Cueing for a lope is 
‘done by collecting your 
horse, shifting your weight 
back to the horse’s outside 
hind leg, and applying 
sufficient pressure with 
your outside leg to instruct 
the horse to strike out in the 
proper lead. 

“Train your horse to 
canter from a walk with a 
smooth fluid change of gait. 
In the beginning, however, 
for the novice rider and 
horse, work on urging your 
horse from a trot into a 


canter.
